PROFITABLE WORK 


Victoria May Be Centre, of 
Productive National 
Industry 


An important meeting of the Seed 
Growers* Association met yesterday at 
which many phases of the seed-grow¬ 
ing Industry were considered. It was 
stated that the Dominion government 
is encouraging seed production in 
British Columbia and is endeavoring 
to have the great bulk of the seed 
supply for the Dominion grown in this 
province. 

At yesterday’s meeting two import¬ 
ant letters were discussed. The first 
was from Samuel “Ryder, the great 
English seed specialist. The following 
Is an extract from the eomniun lent ton! 

"During my stay In Victoria I made 
09 careful observations as 1 could, with 
the object of deciding as to whether 
the neighborhood was suitable for seed 
production. My opinions on this mat¬ 
ter were so pronounced that 1 have 
thought It wise to send a report and 
recommendations to the government *»f 
British Columbia, and in that report 
I refer to your newly-formed associa¬ 
tion. Of course a short visit like that 
is not sufficient to justify me In being 
Tery emphatic In my conclusions but. 
from ail I saw 1 think there is a great 
future for seed-growing on the Island 
of Vancouver, and especially seed¬ 
growing by small holders. All over the 
world the very best seeds ami most 
expensive are grown by Mnall holders." 

An association member has also re¬ 
ceived an Important offer from an Kng- 
ltsh seed ttrm stating that they are 


send mg large quantities uf seed to the 
province to be grown here and stating 
that they are willing to contract for 
the seed crop. Owing to the fact that 
the member of^the association Is not in 
a position to cultivate all these seeds 
it has been decided to give some of 
them, out to owners of small pieces of 
land who are capable of properly de¬ 
veloping the crop. Any person desiring 
to do this should comnmnlcute with 
Commissioner Cuthbert. 

Sneaking to a Times reporter this 
morning Mr. Cuthbert said: "The seed- 
growing Industry* If developed will be¬ 
come one of the most Important on 
the Island The profits from It ape 
such that it will solve the question of 
how to cultivate the hifh-priced lands 
around the city. The decision of the 
Dominion government to make this if 
national Industry Is a most important 
move so far as Vancouver Island and 
Victoria |* concerned. It Is more than 
probable that the provincial govern¬ 
ment will lend all the aid it can in this 
matter, to make the industry a prvs- 
^ per<>us one for the district.**

Although * they 
were not ail in the same or vital 
places, his discomfort was quite 
marked. 

" “After thirty minutes,’’ he saJd. ’ the 
commander ordered us to man the 
l*‘»rt side guns, or as many of them as 
c<) w it h tke remainder of 
tlie gun**crews. Two or three guns 
were still intact there, although the 
gun crews were out of business. 1 left 
the gunlayer and trainer to obey the 


order when a German shell struck a 
pile of cordite amidships Just as i was 
passing It, with the result that a sheet 
of flame shot ou{ immediately and 
completely enveloped me, denying me 
temporarily of sight and throwing me - 
violently on ray face in amongst the 
fire. - This was part of the damage.” 
tGreen drew hia hand from his trvus- 
■cra pocket, revealing evidence he will 
take to-bis grave.) 

Fearful Burns. 

In a few seconds the flesh from the 
backs of both hands was burnt to the 
hone, and all hair from his head and 
face Was entirely burnt off. Although 
more or lesa stupefied by the shock, he 
had the presence of mind to roll out 
of the fire to the ship's side Into the 
salt water, which had been splashed 
on deck by the bursting of shells, and 
In a few minutes, scarcely able to aee, 
he staggered along under the quarter 
deck aft, only to diacover then that 
hia life-belt had become Ignited and 
was smouldering near his cheat. 

Nothing daunted, however. Green, 
still with the scent 4 of battle In his 
nostrils, ip excruciating. pain, 

crawled back to hia gun—now ln order 
again—and commenced hia duty, but 
only four rounds had been fired when 

jJtift cease fire. order was...given_1‘AY-a 

had all had about enough and ws 
thanked our lucky stars that we had 
had Captain Lawson on the bridge. As 
me withdrew behind the screen of the 


bigger chaps we were all sent below 
to be attended to. That was the finish 
of on# of the most thrilling forty 
minutes It has been my luck to experi¬ 
ence and I am,not over anxious to re¬ 
peat the dose for a little while, al* 
though I sincerely hope it la not my 
last sight of German fighting ships. 
But the next time 1 want to see a 
little more even scrap. Ten to one is 
not fair fight and while we never ob¬ 
ject to uneven odds thera la a limit. 
To Cornwell, however, go all the 
pralsett of the day on which the Ches¬ 
ter fought her first fight.” 

Quite Modest About It. 

After the badly battered cruiser 
reached port Green spent eight wrecks 
ln hospital and Judging from his gen¬ 
eral outlook on life hia extraordinary 
escapes from a watery grave lea\e him 
perfectly composed and as unperturbed 
as' If the whole proceeding had been a 
football match, at which he had been 
rharged In the back, constituting a 
breach of association etiquette. 

Private Green was a recipient of the 
medal struck by the citlsens of Chester 
In commemoration of Uff . cruiser's 
glorious rtplolt. and with many others 
of. the crew he was recommended for 
especial service “during the battle of 
Jutland.”- This diet taction c a rried no- 
decoration with It but is looked upon 
with a sense of satisfaction by all those 
fine men who are doing the silent 
wor k on the high seas.
